The Infnriated Citizens of 
Jamestown, 
Ohio, Lynch a Negro WhoJ At- 
tempted Bape on a Col- 
ored 
Woman. 


XBNIA, O., June 13.—At Jamestown, 
this county, Saturday night about mid- 
night, 
Peter 
Betters, a colored man, 
made 
a desperate attempt at murder 
and rape upon an old colored 
woman 
named Martha Thomas, aged 
seventy- 
five years. 
The alarm was given and 
the 
assailant arrested, but he broke 
through the guard and escaped. 
The 
neighborhood was greatly excited over 
the affair, and the fugitive negro was 
hunted down. 
In the fair grounds, 
where the cyclone played such fearful 
havoc some time ago, 
there are many 
trees bent by the storm and they made 
an excellent gallows. To one of these the 
dead body of Betters was found 
hang- 
ing 
this 
morning, 
cold 
and dead. 
Whether hung by the mob or by his 
own hand, cannot be determined at this 
time, but it is generally known that the 
work was quietly done by the infuriated 
citizens of Jamestown in the dead hour 
of the night, and strict secrecy 
sworn 
on the spot by the avengers. 


POISONED B E E R . 


Indications of Arsenic Having 
Been 
Pat in a Drink and Death 
Results. 


WASHINGTON, Ind., June 13.—Yester- 
day evening the wife and five-year-old 
and only child of A. J . Dant, deputy 
county recorded, took suddenly ill direct- 
ly after drinking some bottled beer and 
the little girl continued to grow worse, 
suffer'ng terrible agony until four o'clock, 
when she died with what our best 
physicians pronounce arsenical poison- 
ing. 
Mrs. Dant has also suffered great- 
ly, but is said to be out of danger to- 
night. 
One of the physicians who have 
examined the lady gives it as his opinion 
that she has only had hysterics, and the 
horrible suspicion has been expressed 
that the child has been the victim of 
foul play. 
An inquest will be held on 
the body of the child, and perhaps an 
autopsy and an analysis of the contents 
of its stomach. 
The little girl was a 
daughter of a former wife of Mr. Dant. 


Arrested for Arson. 


KOKOMO, Ind., June 13.—It is gener- 
ally understood about town that two la- 
borers, Wm. and Joseph Malosh, broth- 
ers, married men, probably 
between 
twenty-tive and thirty years of age, are 
under arrest for setting fire to the busi- 
ness block, causing the big tire here 
January 18, 1887, when five three-story 
business houses with a great part of 
their contents, were burned, 
causing a 
loss of nearly $75,000. It is current ru- 
mor that they have made a confession 
of the crime, and have implicated oth- 
ers, said to be most prominent parties, 
high up in business and social circles. 
Officers are working the matter up, and 
keeping closed mouths until other ar- 
rests are made, which are expected to 
create a sensation beyond anything oc - 
curring here for years. 


Church Closed Against a Funeral. 
NEW YORK, June 12.—The funeral of 
Charles D. Keep,

street New8, was to have taken place at 
St. Vincent's R. C. church, but when 
the friends arrived they found the church 
closed. 
It was said the Dominican 
Fathers in charge had refused to permit 
the funeral services at the church be- 
cause the deceased, who was a Roman 
Catholic, had a divorced wife living 
when he married again. 


Death of a Prominent Abolitionist. 
BOSTON, June 13.—The Hon. James 
M. Buffum, one of the last of the band 
of abolitionists led by Garrison and 
Phillips, died at his home in Lynn last 
evening. 
Mr. Buffum has been gradu- 
ally failing for Sbveral months and his 
death was known to be not far in the 
future when he celebrated his eightieth 
birthday a few weeks ago. 


An Honest Policeman.

WATER TRANSPORTATION. 


The Convention of River and Lake 
Transportation Men Now in 
Session at Cincin- 
nati, O. 


CiNciNNATt, June 
13.—The conven- 
tion of river and lake transportation 
men, called by the late Captain Stock- 
dale, of Pittsburg, assembled to-day and 
made a slight beginning toward the ob- 
ject of the meeting which is to protect 
their interests 
under the inter-state 
commerce law. 
Capt. W. J . Kountz, of 
Pittsburg, was made permanent chair- 
man and Capt. J . D. Parker, permanent 
secretaiy. 
Captain Kounta, on taking 
the chair, said the object of the meeting 
was to form a permanent organization of 
the steamboat owners on rivers and lakes 
to resist the encroachments of railroads.

allowed to come to a conclusion touch- 
ing his action on a bill expired Saturday 
and the charge is freely made in legis- 
lative circles that the adjournment -was 
taken in order to head off the veto. Be- 
fore the house met the governor 
told 
several members, including the speaker, 
that he had an important message to de- 
liver. 
He insists that the friends of the 
bill knew he would veto it, but the 
speaker says nothiug was said about the 
subject matter of the veto. 
There were 
sixty-nine members on the floor by count 
when the house met—less than a quo- 
rum—and the speaker says he had infor- 
mation that some members were going 
to oreaf«i enough excitement to pre- 
vent the transaction of business with- 
in a few minutes after the house was 
called to order. 
Mr. Fuller, who, 
by the way, is one of Gov. Oglesby's 
spokesmen on the floor, moved to ad- 
journ until Monday. 
A secretary of the 
senate was then demanding attention to 
deliver a message, but Mr. Fuller re- 
fused to give away while that document 
was received. 
The vote on adjournment 
was taken without roll-call, but was un- 
questionably largely in favor of adjourn- 
ing, and was so decided by the speaker, 
who says he knew nothing about th« 
veto of the Liillie claim and had no in- 
terest in it. Gtov. Oglesby was very 
angry about the adjournment and says 
the friends of the bill knew he would 
veto it this morning, but that the mes- 
sage was not completed and ready for 
transmission until twenty minutes after 
9 o'clock, at which time the house ad- 
journed. 


The governor's private secretary called 
on Speaker Calhoun Saturday afternoon 
and delivered the veto message, 
the re- 
ceipt of which was acknowledged. There 
was a good deal of discussion among 
lawyers as to the right of the governor 
to veto a'bill after a body from which 
the measure emanated had adjourned, 
and after the ten days limitation would 
expire before it resumed its session. In 
concluding this message the governor 
says: 


" I n conclusion I will add that while I 
am unable to give my approval to this 
bill I admit the proof shows that Mr. 
Lillie did snstain some loss which is 
properly chargeable to the failure to de- 
liver the cut-stone 
within the time 
specified in the notices, and if the 
amount of losses occasioned by such 
delay was either accurately or approxi- 
mately shown by the proof, and the ap- 
propriation was made for the purpose of 
covering such losses so shown, I would 
probably have given such a bill my ap- 
proval, because I believe the state should 
comply with its contrant obligations and 
answer for its defaults the same as an in- 
dividual.

Her first tale, which was written at the 
request of her employer, dealt with life 
in the old days in Texas, and found a 
publisher with ease. 


THE mother of Munkac:^ died in giv- 
i n g h i m birth. 
His father tried t o free 
Hungary in 1848 and died in jail, and 
the future painter was raised by an 
aunt. 
She was killed and robbed and 
he was obliged to go out alone. He 
was apprenticed to learn the trade of a 
cabinet-maker, and when he had 
learned it he worked as a journeyman 
for 2i florins a week. 
That would be 
about $4 a month—something 
enor- 
mous ! In the midst of plenty of work 
and much misery he borrowed books, 
studied them, and made rhymes that 
the boys of the town pronounced fine 
poetry. In 1861, after living six or 
seven months without ever tasting a 
warm meal, he sickened and was ill for 
a long time. But while abed he de- 
termined to become a painter; he 
learned to draw, and when he was well 
again he learned how to prepare color 
and compose picturea 


P R O B A B L Y the most remarkable will 
ever made was recently drawn up by 
Alderman Hartman, of Pittsburgh. The 
testator, Ambrose Retharge, who is 52 
years of age, after disposing of $10,000 
i n real estate, directs as follows: " I 
direct that my body b e taken to St. 
Michael's Church, and, after the proper 
religious services are performed, that it 
be given in charge of my family, who 
will convey it to Samson's Crematory 
and there have it burned to ashes, the 
ashes to be put in a small bottle and 
given in charge of the German Consul 
in Pittsburgh. 
This gentleman 
Avill 
then forward my ashes to the Consul in 
New York, who will give them in 
charge of the captain of the German 
steamer Elbe, who will place thein se- 
curely in his ship for tbe ocean voyage. 
When at mid-ocean I direct the cap- 
tain to request one of the passengers to 
dress in a seafaring suit and ascend 
with my ashes in his hand to the top of 
the topmost mast, and, after pronounc- 
ing a last benediction, to extract the 
cork from the bottle and cast its con- 
tents to the four winds of heaven. I 
direct, also, while this ceremony is be- 
ing performed, that it be witnessed by 
all passengers on board. After the Elbe 
has completed her trip and returned 
again to New York, I want a full state- 
ment of my death, and t h e scattering 
of my ashes in mid-ocean published i n 
the Pittsburgh papers, so that my 
friends in this city shall know my burial 
place." 


THE prosperity of the United States 
Is always menaced by enterprising peo- 
ple who are striving to do too much, 
pertinently remarks the Milwaukee 
Wisconsin: 
That is, creating large 
supplies before tliere is a demand. If 
all the present railway projects are 
carried out 21,000 miles of railway will 
be built this year; and that will require 
a fixed investment of $500,000,000 of 
capital. 
The relaying of 13,000 miles 
of old track with steel rails will require 
$100,000,000 more. We do not think 
that so many miles of new track will be 
built, but an eflfort is making in that di- 
rection. 
As an evidence of the rash- 
ness of some of these enterprises, it is 
announced that the Atchison, Topeka 
and Sante Fe will build a new line from 
£ansas City t o Chicago, 489 miles, r e - 
quiring an outlay of at least $18,000,- 
000. 
The company has just concluded 
a contract for 100,000 tons of steel rails, 
and it is supposed these rails are in- 
tended for the Chicago and Kansas 
City line. 
Inasmuch as there are al- 
ready four roads from 
Chicago to 
Kansas City, it seems like putting in 
the fifth wheel of a wagon. 
Another 
serious menace is the large destruction 
of property by fire. This waste annu- 
ally absorbs $100,000,000 of money. It 
is much worse than any permanent in- 
vestment, because it is an utter annihi- 
lation of that amount of property. The 
waste goes on increasing from year to 
year. It not only bankrupts many 
persons and renders their lives hope- 
less and cheerless, but nearly ruins all 
investments in insurance companies, 
and to that extent is a dead weight on 
capital. 
Foreign nations do not earn 
as much as the United States, but they 
do not waste as much; and, therefore, 
the balance-sheet of savings is not so 
widely difierent. 
France lias a popu- 
lation of 37,000,000, and covers a large 
territory, yet the annual destruction of 
property b y fire in all France does n o t 
p r o b a b l y exceed $1.000.000. 


THE editor of t h e Catholic 
Review 
must have served a n apprenticeship on 
a newspaper editorial stalf. 
I t has thé 
following excellent suggestion of a way 
to discourage prize-fighting : "In En- 
gland, the birthplace and home of 
prize-fighting as a profession, while 
boxing has by no means become a lost 
art, prize-fighting, so far as the general 
public is concerned, has fallen into ut- 
ter disrepute and become a very preca- 
rious means of livelihood. 
Why ? Be- 
cause the press buried it under silence. 
Over here jast now prize-fighting flour- 
ishes, though even here there are grow- 
ing signs of decay. 
Why does i t flour- 
ish ? 
Because the press chronicles it. 
Is it n o t a duty which the press o w e s t o 
its own dignity and honor as well as t o 
public morals to shut down resolutelj 
on this brutal fraud ?" 


THK Supreme Court of Ohio in a re- 
9ent case involving rebates and dis- 
crimination in favor of the Standarc 
Oil Company held that such abuses of 
corporate franchises by a railroad cor- 
poration would justify the revocation of 
its charter. 
Such a course, the court 
said, could be taken without the au- 
thority of any statute and simply by 
virtue of the principles of the com- 
mon law. It is well to bear this im 
portant doctrine in mind. 
Public cor- 
porations are created and endowed with 
certain special powers with a view to 
the common good, but when they sub 
vert this purpose, and become extor- 
tionate monopolies, and deal wrong- 
fully and oppressively with the pub- 
lic they may be declared nuisances and 
wiped out of existence. 
There is, in 
extreme cases, a death penalty for cor- 
porations as well as for natural persons.

Hoonligrht Nights the Bane of Engineers. 


"Moonáight nights—^they are the bane 
af railroad engineers," remarked 
a 
head official of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad. 
He is a gentleman who 
knows every branch of railroading, 


"I would have thought that the train- 
men would be glad to have moonlight 
aights," interposed the writer. 


"No, sir. All engineers dread moon- 
light nights. 
They try the nerves of en- 
^ e e r s to their utmost. Engineers like 
to run on dark nights. 
On ajmoonlight 
Qight the trouble with them is no 
trouble at all—shadows. 
An engineer, 
looking out from his engine, sees be- 
fore him all manner of shadows. He is 
aure that the dark shadow across the 
track he sees is a man, or a rock, or 
some kind of an obstruction. 
He don't 
know, and he is kept in a state of 
nervous excitement all the time. Go- 
ing around curves, along hillsides, many 
curious shadows are outlined on the 
track, and very often an engineer is so 
worked up over a night's ride that he is 
scarcely able to perform his duties. " 


"Some years ago, when I was going 
over the main stem of the Baltimore 
and Ohio, one night, there was a freight 
wreck ahead of us. They were run- 
ning freights in convoys then, or, as we 
now call them, in sections. 
Our train 
was stopped, and I went forward to see 
what was the damage. 
Lying in a cut 
was about the worst freight wreck I 
have ever seen. I went forward to see 
what the trouble was. It was a moon- 
light night, and when I got forward I 
saw the engineer. 
He was shaking ail 
over with excitement. 
He was one of 
the oldest and best engineers on the 
road, and I was surprised to see him so 
aervous, as he had escaped unhurt. 


" ' W h a t is t h e trouble, T o m ? ' I asked 
him. 
I could see nothing wrong. 


" 'It was a rock,' replied Tom. 'I was 
coming round the curve when I saw it. 
It was a big one—big enough to smash 
a whole train. 
I reversed the engine 
to save a smash-up, and the cars com- 
ing down the grade just piled up in the 
shape you see them.' 


"I looked around, but could see no 
rock anywhere. The wreck was cleared 
away tliat night, and there wasn't a 
sign of an obstruction near the locomo- 
tive. 
Wo all were curious to find out 
what had caused the trouble. The next 
night a railroad man went to the cut, 
and there, in the moonlight, he saw a 
perfect image of a big rock lying right 
across the track. 
He looked up on the 
hillside, and there was a big rock 
throwing its shadow down on the track. 
That was the .shadow that caused a 
wreck tliat cost the company thousands 
of dollars. No, sir, if an engineer wants 
tilings to suit him, he don't want moon- 
light by which to run his train."—Pitts-

A Retrospect. 


The recent action of the Harvard 
College authorities, in striking Greek 
from the list of studies required for the 
degree of A. B., marks an area in the 
history of t'ollcge education in this 
conutry. 
The long struggle, which has 
been carried on at time.s with much bit- 
terness between the (rlassical and mod- 
ern party, has been distinctly advanced 
one stage toward a final settlement. 
The adherents of the classical course 
have steadily claimed for it a marked 
superiority over others, and have uni- 
formly resiüled any attempt to change 
or siip}>lant it. The friends of the new 
studies liavu as vigoroualy contended 
that it is perfectly possible to construct 
(•urri<ulnm whvch, while 
omitting 
some of the specific subjects before in- 
cluded and substituting others for them, 
should still us fully deserve the name 
liberal as the old course. 


The struggle has assumed different 
forms at diflerent times. At one period 
it was simply an attempt on the part of 
those who thought modern 
subjects 
worthy of recognition besides the an- 
ti(|uities to secure for them some place 
in the college curriculum. 
This de- 
mand, modest as it was, was resisted 
with the same obstinacy as that which 
has characterized the opposition to 
later and far more sweeping demands. 
It was a great day for American educa- 
tion when modern subjects, such as the 
natural and jdiysical science, history, 
English and other modern languages, 
and social science, were finally admit- 
ted to a jdacti in the curriculum of the 
colleges. It was insisted, however, that 
space should be found for them, not by 
cutting? tlie time f^iven to (Ireek and 
Tjatin, ljut .simply by demanding more 
in tbesfi snl,>jects for admission, and 
thus giving to them as much time as 
wiis given Ijefore and lengthening the 
college coarse correspondingly, so that 
a college boy is now much older than 
he was half a contnry ago. 
When fur- 
ther deman<ls were macìe with irresisti- 
ble force, they were finally met by a 
relactant i)ermission to establish so- 
called modern or Latin-scientific, or 
scientific courses, ])arallel with the old, 
but carryiníí with them a separate de- 
gree which did not recognize the candi- 
date as a lil>erally educated man, Avhat- 
ever else he mii?ht be. It was thus that 
the field lay, when Dr. Eliot began fif- 
teen years ago his career as President 
of Harvard College. 
An earnest agita 
tion was shortly begun to make Greek 
elective in the course for the degree of 
A. B. It was maintained that the fa- 
cilities for study, and methods of teach- 
ing, etc., in the modern studies had 
been so far perfected that they could 
put 
sometliing 
else in the place of 
Greek and still fairly claim for the 
mat? who had completed the course the 
proud title of bachelor of liberal arts.
